U.S. forces in Somali^ practice 
rescue plan foi* trapped troops 




MOGADISHU, Somnlia (AP) — 
In the desert at' the edge of 
Mogadishu, U.S. forces were trained 
Monday in a new procedure forrcs^ 
cuing troops caught in fighting in the 
canital’s narrow streets. 


The exercise woif developed after 
an Oct. 3 clash left 18 U.S. soldiers 
and about 300 Somalis dead. 

Army Maj. Ed Donnelly, an opera- 
tions officer for the exercise, said that 
in the Oct 3 battle, American troops 
“dido]/ have the ability to respond 
with speed. Heavy forces ore not 
normally trained to operate within' 
cities — a narrow environment 
with buildings around us." 

On Monday, M-l Abrams and 
Bradley fighting vehicles roared 
through the desert as an unarmed 
Alpha scout plane flew overhead, 
responding to a mock call for help 
from a Pakistani unit in 
Mogadishu. 

Since the Oct. 3 clash with 
forces loyal to Somali warlord 
Gen. Mohammed Farr.ah Aidid, 
American troops have kept largely to 


their bases and U.N. headquarters in- 
central Mogadishu.

Twiggs made similar comments last

Idaho School Boards Association, saying.a 
referendum might be the only way to find 
how’much popular support there was for 
major property- tax reform. 

Republican gubernatorial candidate Phil 
Batt also supports lptting the pcoplfc help 
tho Legislature out of its property-tax 
dilemma. 

He has suggested placing an advisory 
referendum on the 1994 ballot asking vot- 
ers whethef maintenance and operation of 
public schools should be funded from the 
state’s general tax revenues, rather than 
from local property taxes. 

, If the voters said “yes," it would be up to 
top 1995 Legislature to decide how to re- 
spond. 

For the past several years, legislators 
have wrestled with the question of how, 
and whether, to case the burden of property 
taxes; which fund schools and local gov- 
ernment services. Their task has been com- 
plicated by several factors: 


Tile loudest complaints about property 
taxes tend to conic from a few rapidly 
growing parts of tlic state, such as Ada and 
Kootenai counties; 

• To reduce property taxes significantly, 
'tlic. state would have to pick,®. some local 
services, such as school niaintaihoncc'and 
opprntion, courts and indigent health care, 
i • That, most observers agree, would re- 
quire raising the state income tax, raising 
the 5 percent salcs-tax rate, or extending 
the sales tax to include some services. 
None of those options arc very attractive to 
the Legislature - especially, to those law- 
makers whose constituents ‘aren't among 
those clamoring for property-tax relief. 

Most tax experts rate the state's tax 
structure as one. of the -most balanced in the 
nation, and legislators arc wary of tinkering 
with it loo much . 

But also on minds of the Legislature’s 
GOP leadership is the spectre of nn inde- 
pendent gubernatorial campaign by Ron 


Rankin, the Cocur d’Alene tn^ activist who 
is sponsoring the 1 Percent Initiative. • 
Rankin has made no secret of his desire 
to siphon off enough conservative votes 
next year to prevent the Republicans from 
winning„the governorship,- on office they 
haven’t held since 1971..- 

One possibility would be to increase tho 
salcs-tax rate from 5 percent to 6 percent, 
with the proceeds devoted to property-tax 
reduction. Such an increase would generate 
about S80.6 million for the state’s General 
Fund, according to 'the Slate Tax Commis- 
sion. . 

Rankin called the idea of a referendum a 
“flim-flam, little scam deal." the sole intent 
of which .would be to derail his I Percent 

Initiative. 

"This is their way to crawl and creep out 
of it," he said, referring to the property-tax 
controversy.' “But if they think they’re go- 
ing to get rid of me that way, they must 
think I fell off the lumip ti*uck yesterday."

Farm implement dealer pays 
restitution in Farm Times scam

'- 'RUPERT - X Mini-Cassia form 
implement dealer has paid restitution 
to a national manufacturer for allegedr 
ly fraudulent advertising claims that 
came to light during the state’s recent 
investigation of the Farm Times 


J.I. Case Corp. said Bob Cameron, 
vice president of Cameron Sales Inc. 
in a telephone interview Monday. 
Cameron Sales has dealerships in 
Burley and Rupert. 

Cameron would not reveal the 
amount of the restitution made 1o J.I. 
Case, which manufactures tractors 
and other farm equipment- Calls to the 
company’s headquarters in Racine, 
Wis., were not returned Monday. 

Cameron Sales was one of 12 Idaho 
businesses implicated in the state’s 
investigation into Rupert-based Farm 
Timcs.adyertising practices earlier- 
this year, said Mike Larsen, 'deputy 
attorney gen eraLin the office’s con- 
sumer protection division. 

Information on each of those com- 
panies has been turned over to local 
prosecutors- who will investigate fur- 
ther to determine if criminal charges 
should be filed, Larsen said. 

Larsen’s office began .investigating 
Farm Times, published by Rupert 
Mayor Bill Whfttom, in June after for- 
. rher ’Farm Times employee Pete 
Strawick complained that Whittom 
iwhs overstating his newspaper’s cir- 
culation figures^ according to docu- 
ments from Larsen’s office. 

"As part of that investigation, we 


have received information indicating 
. that J.I. Case may have been defraud- 
ed out of co-op advertising funds by 
Farm Times ' and Cameron Sales, 

Inc.,’’ Larsen wrote in an Oct 6 letter 
to J.I.' Case in which he asked for doc- 
uments pertaining to that company’s 
co-op advertising with Cameron 
Sales. * 

The letter was obtained by The 
77mes-News through the Idaho public 
Records Law. 

' “I want to emphasize that ... the 
Attorney General has not alleged 
wrongdoing by Cameron Sales,” 
Larsen’s letter continued. "We are in 
receipt of allegations from an outside 
source that are relevant to our investi- 
gation and compels further inquiry.". 

In co-op advertising agreements, 
•national manufacturers reimburse 
local dealers for a percentage o£ their 
local advertising costs, either in pay- 
ments, or through credits on future 
merchandise deliveries. »' * 

Through its investigation, the attor- 
ney general’s office.believes. some 
Farm Times advertisers knowingly 
sent inflated invoices to their nntlonal 
manufacturers in order to receive larg- 
er Co-op return payments, Larsen said. 

Cameron said the ovcrbilling was 
"more or less” an accident rather than 
a direct attempt to defraud J.L.Case.

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Health care industry 
covers low-income kids

BOISE (AP) —• Idaho's health care 
industry on Monday made good. on a 
10-niohth-old promise to come up with 
a medical coverage program targeted at 
thousands of low-income children cur- 
rently without health insurance. 

“Children will not be weU scrved 
until we have universal access.” Dr. 
Jerry Hirschfeld said. "But we have to 
start somewhere. ... This a program 
based on volunteerism. altmism. contri- 
bulions. phihuithropy to provide health 
Cure to children throughout the state." 

Called Idaho’s Caring Program for 
Children, the initiative would provide 
free primary mcdicul care for children 
from families whose incomes are too 
high to qualify for the government-paid 
Medicaid program but loo low to 
afford escalating health insurance pre- 
miums. 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield-arc each, 
putting up SI 00.000 through Ihc end of 
1994 as seed money to gel ihc program 
going. Thai will be enough to provide 
health care for more than 600 children 
a month — ' children whose medical 
costs would otherwise be picked up by 
• hospital emergency rooms and dociors. 
Providers were expected to waive the 
patient’s 30 percent copayment. 

But Blue Cross's Duyc.purnell 
expects businesses and' oilier organiza- 
tion to add.morc cash to the pool so the 
number of children helped through the 


initiative can be five limes that high by 
the end of next year. 

"We’re not wailing for health care 
reform at the national level." Bamctt 
said. “We’re trying’ to reach out now to 
the children who are falling thrtfugh the 
cracks." . . 

There was no estimate of how many 
of Idaho's 70,000 uninsured children 
■.you Id be eligible for the free services 
available to families with incomes twice 
the poverty rate. For a parem-und-two- 
cltitd household.- the poverty rate is just 
under SI 2.000 a year. The Andrus 
administration has estimated there are 
about 3.500 children in families with 
incomes only half ilic poverty rate. 

■ -Hirschfeld said the potential for the 
industry initiative "depends where large 
corporations and individuals want to 
invest their money in the future. ... 
Children have become a community 
responsibility. This is on opportunity for 
the community to assume that responsi- 
bility.” 

The program was outlined in general 
last January, several weeks before Gov. 
Cecil Andrus fired his first volley at a 
health care industry he accused of dri- 
ving up medical costs through collu- 
sion, conflicts of interest and needless 
empire-building. 

While Blue Shield President Rich 
Nelson said the program was in the 
works long before the governor began 


lashing out at the industry, he acknowl- 
edged that in the existing atmosphere it 
provides an opportunity to “make a pos- 
itive statement, to generate some good 
will."

lenders and guaramor agenctcs. That 
means the U.S. Department of 
Education cun offer students the lower 
interest rates uvuilabtc to the govern- 
ment without the fees banks now tack 


And students will have a repayment 
-"schedule negotiated to tit their income, 
n plan the government says will lower 
the default rate. 

Also among the schools is ITT 
Technical Instinlic'of Boise. That was 
the only other Idaho school listed. 

It’s “one-stop shopping." Education 
Secretary Richurd Riley said Monday. 
"Wc are on track lo make good on our 
pledge to save taxpayers $4.3 billion in . 
.the course of the next five years." 

Riley on Monduy named 105 


schools that will offer direct loans 
almost 300,000 students next yenr, 
accounting for 5 percent of the nation’s 
totul new student loans. 

ITT Technical Institute in Boise is 
the other Idaho school included in the 
list. 

The following year, nearly half of 
the schools that provide federal student

these loans will make up 60 percent of 
all student lending.

Banks provide the money and the gov- T 
eminent pays the loan’s interest until 
the student leaves school. If a student 
defaults, one of 47 guarantor agencies 


repays the lender and then tries to col- 
lect the debt. 

Hie Clinton administration estimates 
direct loans could save S4.3 billion in 
five years, from the fees it now pays 
lenders and from fewer defaults. In fis- 
cal 1993. for example, the government 
issued 6.1 million loans worth $18 bil- 
lion. Default costs total $2.5 billion. 

About 1,100 institutions applied for 
TTi(Tain;cr-loan-nroRram^Ab aut,900 
were eligible: They participate in 1 
FFELP. have n default rate less than 25 
percent itnd can electronically process 
loan applications or are implementing 
the machinery to do so.
